NERIOUS CHARGE : IMPORTING COUNTERFEIT 
COIN. 

U Ashing, 40, o ailvor-amith, and Chan 
Alin, 46, a coolle, were charged that they 
did on or about the 19th day of September, 
feloniously import into this Oolony from the 
mainland of China certain counterfeit coin, 
resembling certain of the Quaoen’s current

Kobe and Osaka appear to bo exempt 
from the troubles which distross leas pro- 
sperons districts of the empire, Tho scar- 
city of food is equalised by a flourishing 
business, and the sun ebines brightly there 
in cuntrast to the gloom which hangs over 
the capital. 

The rice guilds of Osaka wore opened on 

Angust lat, but, coutrary to expectation, 
no Business was dove, if we except trans- 
actions aggregating seventy koku. It is 
stnted that if time bargains were permitted 
there would be no lack of largo purobasera 
of rico at a much higher figure than the 
quotation of the day, the native papers 
oven atating that 20 yen per koku would be 
reached, 

We learn with surprise that at a meeting 
of the chiefs of the Kwazoku, held at Bucho 
Kicku on the 11th iustant, Higashi Kuz6, 
referring to the agitatlon now prevalent 
throughout the empire on the subject of 
national representation, declared that the 
tranquillity of the nution was greatly dis- 
turbed, the imperial house threatened, and 
that it was the duty of those present to 
frame an address to the Mikado, containing 
propositions for the protection of the throne 
aud dyuasty of the emperor. Unlesa this 
is a bit of that irony fot Which Japanese are 
justly celebrated, the mere fact that men 
of rank and education should be guilty of 
euch fully ia the heat arzument against the 
formation of an assembly of which they 
should be members.

The Zabiyaks left the provious day, bound 
for Yokohama. Tho only man-of-war in 
harbour is the Britiah corvutte Comus. 

The 8, 8, Ajaz, the first of the “bluc- 
funnel” line of steamers under tho new 
arrangement, arrived from Yokohama, via 
Kobo, on Monday evening, In future, 
the Company propose to run ono of their 
vewels regularly every fortnight between 
London, Obina, and Japan; and, should 
sufficiont, inducoment offer, the service 
will, in all probability, be converted into 
a weekly ove, - 

The arrival of the S, S, Ajax, with the 
“Jack” flylog from the time ahe psased 
the Mitsui Rocks until the anchor was 
dropped off tha sottioment, dogs not speak 
well for the Nagasaki harbour pilota, of 
whow at loast one was timely informed 
of hor doparture from Kobo, and her ex- 
pected arrival here, 

The Britis steamship Antonio, from 
Cronstadt, with a full oargo of arma and 
ammunition fur tho Russian forces, arrived 
here early on Sunday mornios, and shortly 
afterwards, boving received telegraphio 
orders, ahe proceed to Wladivoatook,
